Any even numbered section of Do 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by ang 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one 
a section, of 160 acres, more or 
088, 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
« Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain ocon- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend. 
ing homesteader, 

An application for entry or cancella- 

tion made perstnally at any Sub-Agent's 
fice may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
on receipt of the telegram such 
plication is to have priority and the 
tand will be held nntil the necessary pa. 
pers to complote the transaction are re 
j ceived by mail. 
| In case of “pereonation” of fraud the 
japplicant will forfeit all priority of 
jclaim or if entry has been granted it 
| will be summarily concelled, 
An application for concellation must 
be made in person. The applicant must 
Tbe eligible fur homestead entry and no 
lother application will be received from 
jan individual until that application has 
been disposed of. 

Where an entry ia cancelled subse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry.

homesteader may perform bis own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father
